Leaked video shows chaos as 
U.S. pilots kill British soldier 

LONDON I A leaked cockpit video published 
Tuesday captures a dramatic exchange 
between two American pilots whose voices 
choke up when they learn that a British sol- 
dier was killed in a 2003 friendly fire incident 
in Iraq. “I’m going to be sick,” one pilot says, 
later adding, “We’re in jail, dude.” 

Despite British requests, the Pentagon 
said the video was classi- 
fied, which meant it could 
not be presented in open 
court during an inquest 
into the death of Lance 
Cpl. Matty Hull. 

The British soldier died 
when at least one U.S. jet 
fired on his convoy in the 
southern city of Basra. After excerpts of the 
video were published in The Sun newspa- 
per and the footage was widely broadcast, 
U.S. authorities agreed to release it for the 
inquest. 

Neither pilot was disciplined in the U.S. 
military’s own investigation, which conclud- 
ed the pilots “followed the procedures and 
processes for engaging targets,” Pentagon 
spokesman Bryan Whitman said Tuesday. 

The dramatic cockpit video and recording 
begin with two pilots identifying a target and 
checking with ground control to confirm there 
are no coalition troops in the area — to which 
ground control says, “That is an affirm.

Astronaut Is Charged in Love Feud

Authorities say Nowak 
aimed to kidnap, kill 
rival over shuttle pilot 

ORLANDO, FLA. I A NASA astro- 
naut accused of trying to kidnap 
a romantic rival for a space shuttle 
pilot’s affections was charged with 
attempted first-degree murder Tues- 
day and jailed on $25,000 bail. 

“The intent was there to do seri- 
ous bodily injury or death,” said 
Orlando Police Sgt. Barb Jones, 
referring to a new steel mallet, 
knife, rubber tubing and large gar- 
bage bags that police found in Lisa 
Marie Nowak’s possession. 

Nowak, a 43-year-old Navy cap- 
tain and married mother of three, had 
already been charged with attempted 
kidnapping, attempted vehicle bur- 
glary with battery, and destruction 
of evidence and battery. 

If convicted of attempted mur- 
der, she faces between 30 years and 
life in prison, authorities said. 

Police said Nowak drove 900 
miles, donned a disguise and was 


armed with a BB gun and pepper 
spray when she confronted a woman 
she believed was a competitor for 
the affections of Navy Cmdr. Wil- 
liam Oefelein, an unmarried fellow 
astronaut. 


Oefelein, 41, piloted the space 
shuttle Discovery in December. He 
and Nowak trained together but 
never flew a mission together. 

Nowak told police that her rela- 
tionship with Oefelein was “more 



than a working relationship but 
less than a romantic relationship,” 
according to an arrest affidavit. 

Inside Nowak’s vehicle, authori- 
ties found a pepper spray package, an 
unused BB-gun cartridge, latex gloves 
and e-mails between Oefelein and Col- 
leen Shipman. They also found aletter 
“that indicatedhowmuch Mrs. Nowak 
loved Mr. Oefelein” and Shipman’s 
home address, the affidavit said. 

Police said Nowak told them that 
she only wanted to scare Shipman 
into talking to her about her relation- 
ship and didn’t want to harm her. 

“If you were just going to talk 
to someone, I don’t know that you 
would need a wig, a trench coat, an 
air cartridge BB gun and pepper 
spray,” Jones said. “It’s just really a

Saudis to Push for Palestinian Unity 


RIYADH, SAUDI ARABIA I Palestin- 
ian factions on the brink of civil 
war gathered Tuesday in Mecca, 
Islam’s holiest city, in a last-ditch 
effort to end their bloody conflict.

PARIS I African, Asian and South 
American nations where child 
fighters have been used in war 
endorsed a new international 
agreement Tuesday that commits 
them to stopping the practice and 
punishing those who recruit young- 
sters as combatants. 

Some nations hailed the text, 
which carries moral but no legal 
weight, as a breakthrough. But 
others said it may be no more than 
empty promises and that more than 
words are needed to rehabilitate 
children scarred by war.

Sierra Leone, Liberia, Congo, 
Sri Lanka, Colombia, Sudan and 
Somalia — just some of the nations 
where children have been recruited 
as fighters — were among nearly 
60 countries that approved the 
so-called Paris Commitments. 
All 27 European Union nations 
also endorsed the text. 

At least 250,000 boys and girls 
are believed to still be fighting in 
about a dozen conflicts worldwide,

a political spat in the cafeteria of the 
Beirut Arab University on Jan. 25 
turned into street riots that killed 
four people. 

Politics is a national pastime 
for Lebanese. The topic inevitably 
arises when people meet, making 
for animated discussions. 

But it has become explosive 
since the Hezbollah-led oppo- 
sition launched its campaign of 
protests and sit-ins in Beirut on 
Dec. 1 seeking to topple the U.S.- 
backed government. Prime Min- 
ister Fuad Saniora has stood firm 
against the Iranian-backed Hezbol- 
lah’s demand for more power in the 
Cabinet for it and its allies.

LONDON I A veterinarian who 
responded to the bird flu outbreak 
in eastern England is undergoing 
tests at a hospital after developing 
a chest infection, health officials 
said Tuesday. 

The worker, who was not iden- 
tified, was suffering from a mild 
respiratory illness and was under- 


going tests, including one for bird 
flu, the Health Protection Agency 
said. In a statement, the health 
agency said it was “highly unlikely 
the worker has been exposed” to 
bird flu. 

Bird flu has killed or prompt- 
ed the culling of millions of birds

Bony Controversy 
Surfaces in Kenya 


Plan to display skeleton 
of prehistorie boy stirs 
debate over evolution 

NAIROBI, KENYA | Deep in the dusty, 
unlit corridors of Kenya’s national 
museum, locked away in a cabinet, 
is one of mankind’s oldest relics: 
Turkana Boy, as he is known, the 
most complete skeleton of a prehis- 
toric human ever found. 

But his first public display later 
this year is at the heart of a grow- 
ing storm — one pitting scientists 
against Kenya’s powerful and pop- 
ular evangelical Christian movement. 
The debate over evolution versus cre- 
ationism — once largely confined to 
the U.S. — has arrived in a country 
known as the cradle of mankind. 

“I did not evolve from Turkana Boy 
or anything like it,” says Bishop Boni- 
face Adoyo, head of Kenya’s 35 evan- 
gelical denominations. “These sorts of 
silly views are killing our faith.” 

He’s calling on his flock to boycott 
the exhibition and has demanded 
the museum put the collection in a 
back room — along with some kind 
of notice saying evolution is merely 
one of a number of theories. 

Against him is one of the planet’s 
best-known fossil hunters, Richard 


Leakey, whose team unearthed the 
bones at Nariokotome in West Tur- 
kana, Kenya, in 1984. 

“Whether the bishop likes it or 
not, Turkana Boy is a distant rela- 
tion of his,” Leakey, who founded 
the museum’s prehistory depart- 
ment, said. 

Among the 160,000 fossils due 
to go on display is an imprint of 
a lizard left in sedimentary rock, 
dating back 200 million years. But 
the highlight will be the 5 -foot-3 - 
inch Turkana Boy, who died at age 
12 and whose skeleton had been 
preserved in marshland before its 
discovery. 

The collection provides the clear- 
est record yet of evolution and the 
origins of man, say scientists. 

Followers of creationism believe 
in the literal truth of the Genesis 
account in the Bible that God cre- 
ated the world in six days. Bishop 
Adoyo believes the world was cre- 
ated 12,000 years ago, with man 
appearing 6,000 years later. 

“Turkana Boy is our jewel,” said 
Dr. Emma Mbua, the head of pale- 
ontology at the museum. “For the 
first time, we will be taking him 
out of the strong room and show- 
ing our heritage to the world.”

Boost in 
Budget 

D.C.’s museums would 
see a jump in finanees 
in Bush funding plan 

WASHINGTON I The Bush adminis- 
tration’s proposed budget for fiscal 
2008 includes a boost in funding 
for some of Washington’s museums 
and federal cultural agencies. 

The Smithsonian Institution, the 
largest of the cultural organizations, 
would get $678.4 million under the 
proposal. If Congress passes a bud- 
get at that funding level, the Smith- 
sonian’s funding would include an 
increase of more than $20 million 
for mandated federal salary increas- 
es, utilities and rents. 

The budget also includes $18 
million for improvements at the 
National Zoo, including $9 million 
for a new elephant habitat, $10 mil- 
lion for improvements at a storage 
facility and $9.9 million for planning 
for the National Museum of African 
American History and Culture. 

Salaries and expenses account 
for $ 571.3 million of the Smithson- 
ian’s federal funds. The museum and 
research complex has about 6,000 
employees, 4,000 of which are paid 
with federal funds, (ap)

Former AOL Execs Cleared 


Men were aceused of 
eonspiring to inflate 
software firms revenue 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | Two former 
midlevel executives at America 
Online were acquitted Tuesday 
on all counts of charges they con- 
spired with a now- defunct Las 
Vegas software firm to inflate its 
revenue with secret side deals and 
backdated contracts. 

A third defendant, a senior 
executive at Las Vegas-based Pur- 
chasePro, also was found not guilty 
on all counts. 

The verdicts brought to a close 
one of the longest trials in the his- 
tory of the federal courthouse in 
Alexandria. The trial lasted more

than three months, but the jury took 
only two full days of deliberations 
to reach its verdict. 

John Tuli, 39, ofWeston, Mass., a 
former vice president in AOL’s Net- 
Business unit; Kent Wakeford, 38, of 
New York, N.Y., a former executive 
director in AOL’s business affairs 
unit; and Christopher Benyo, 45, 
of Greer, S.C., a former senior vice 
president of marketing at Pur- 
chasePro, had been accused of con- 


spiracy and abetting stock fraud by 
deceiving PurchasePro stockhold- 
ers about the company’s revenue in 
the first quarter of 2001 as the dot- 
com economy collapsed. 

At the time, PurchasePro was 
leaning heavily on its partnership 
with AOL to supply revenue; pros- 
ecutors said AOL was motivated to 
assist PurchasePro’s fraud because 
AOL received a commission every 
time it helped sell PurchasePro’s 
core product, a “marketplace 
license” that supposedly facilitat- 
ed business-to -business transac- 
tions over the Internet. 

The alleged ringleader of the 
scheme, outspoken PurchasePro 
founder Charles “Junior” John- 
son, is scheduled to go on trial in

Wal-Mart to Face 

SAN FRANCISCO I A federal appeals 
court ruled Tuesday that Wal-Mart 
Stores Inc., the world’s largest pri- 
vate employer, must face a class - 
action lawsuit alleging female 
employees were discriminated 
against in pay and promotions. 

The ruling by the 9th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals upholds a 2004 
federal judge’s decision to let the 
nation’s largest class-action employ- 
ment discrimination lawsuit go to

trial. The suit claims that as many 
as 1.5 million current and former 
female employees earned less than 
men and were bypassed for promo- 
tions. 

Wal-Mart claimed that the 
conventional rules of class actions 
should not apply in the case because 
its 3,400 stores, including Sam’s 
Club warehouse outlets, operate 
like independent businesses, and 
that the company did not have a 


policy of discriminating against 
women. 

But the court, in a 2-1 decision, 
disagreed. 

“Plaintiff’s expert opinions, fac- 
tual evidence, statistical evidence 
and anecdotal evidence present sig- 
nificant proof of a corporate poli- 
cy of discrimination and support 
plaintiff’s contention that female 
employees nationwide were sub- 
jected to a common pattern and 
practice of discrimination,” the 
court wrote, (ap)

The third-to-last 
high schooler ever to be drafted 
into the NBA, he’s still one of the 
youngest guys in the league, and his 
game is still raw. He’s had a lazy pass 
stolen in each of the last two games, 
consistently gets into foul trouble 
and admitted that he has to learn 
not to fall for pump fakes. 

But he’s stronger and better 
conditioned than he was last year, 
and his defense has significantly 
improved. Coach Eddie Jordan is 
impressed with the forward’s stam- 
ina, and the coach said he’s done 
well in practice as well. Whether 
that adds up more playing time over 
the long haul is still unclear. 

“That’s the life of the NBA,” Jor- 
dan said.

Gators are expected 
to follow title with 
nations best recruits 

COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Those South- 
eastern Conference football teams 
are at it again, jockeying for position 
and vying for Top 10 rankings. 

This time they have been rack- 
ing up wins not on the field but in 
the living rooms of top recruits. Six 
SEC teams are likely to land Top 10 - 
rated recruiting classes Wednesday, 
national signing day. 

“I’ve been doing this for 28 
years and this will be the first 
time there will be six,” said Tom 
Lemming, recruiting analyst for 
College Sports Television. 

In the ratings game, Florida is 
expected to follow up its nation- 
al championship with the No. 1 
recruiting class. 

Recruiting classes, like mutual 
funds, come with the disclaim- 
ers that “past performance is no 
guarantee of future success,” but 
it doesn’t hurt either. 


“It bodes well for the future of 
the conference, which right now is 
the best conference in college foot- 
ball,” Lemming said. “With the way 
they’re recruiting, it could be awhile 
before they relinquish that.” 


Following close behind the Gators 
is East Division rival Tennessee, a 
consensus No. 2 pick leading up to 


college football’s busiest signing day. 
The ratings could still get shuffled 
Wednesday, when some coveted 
recruits will make their announce- 
ments or even switch schools. 

The verbal commitments are 
nonbinding until schools receive 
signed letters -of-intent. 

South Carolina, LSU, Georgia 
and Auburn are also in position for 
Top 10 classes in rankings compiled 
by both Lemming and Rivals.com. 
Southern California, Texas and 
Notre Dame are also among those 
hauling in highly rated classes as 
usual, but the top SEC teams are 
collecting an impressive lineup. 

It’s no mystery why, either. 
There are enormous pools of tal- 
ent in states like Florida, and three 
SEC teams finished ranked in the 
Top 10 after last season. 

Plus, there are big-name coach- 
es with national championships 
on their resumes: Florida’s Urban 
Meyer, Tennessee’s Phillip Fulmer, 
South Carolina’s Steve Spurrier 
(at Florida) and Alabama’s Nick

NFL I Waiting two hours on a Chi- 
cago runway, Bears defensive coor- 
dinator Ron Rivera wondered if icy 
weather really was delaying his 
flight to a job interview in Dallas.

Rivera didn’t officially become 
a candidate until speaking with 
Jones for a few minutes Monday 
night. However, he’d been expect- 
ing the call since Jones decided to 



hold the job open through Super 
Bowl week, when Rivera was off- 
limits because he was getting his 
team ready for the game. 

“Just the fact that Mr. Jones 
waited until now, that bodes well 


for me,” Rivera said. 

Rivera was the ninth person 
Jones interviewed. Indianapolis 
quarterbacks coach Jim Caldwell 
will become No. 10 on Wednesday. 

Having lost to Caldwell and the 
Colts on Sunday, Rivera spent Mon- 
day stewing over it. He was glad to 
have had a day in between the game 
and the get-together with Jones. 

“It gave me a chance to go 
through some things in my mind 
and have a feel for them,” he said. 
“I had a little chance to take a 
quick look at the Cowboys one 
last time.” 

What did he see? 

“Some things that can be imple- 
mented to really help this defense,” 
he said. 

Dallas went 9-7 this past sea- 
son, with a loss to Seattle in the 
first round of the playoffs. The Cow- 
boys, who haven’t won a playoff game 
since 1996, collapsed in December 
and January primarily because of

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UNC, Duke Are ‘Wounded’ 


In a strange scenario, 
Heels and Devils meet 
coming off of defeats 

COLLEGE HOOPS I For all the talk 
about the intensity of the North Car- 
olina-Duke rivalry, DeMarcus Nel- 
son seems more concerned — even 
fixated — on something else just a 
day before the teams’ latest meeting 
at Cameron Indoor Stadium. 

Ending the l6th-ranked Blue 
Devils’ two -game losing streak. 

“This is a very critical moment 
for our team’s success,” Nelson said 
Tuesday. “The game is bigger than 
just playing North Carolina for us. 
It’s about our season.” 

Just a few miles down the road in 
Chapel Hill, the mood is similar — 
albeit with less urgency — after the 
fifth-ranked Tar Heels’ surprising 
loss at North Carolina State.

“This is always going to be the 
biggest game of the season for every- 
body, especially being so close and 
the rivalry and the tradition of the 
game,” North Carolina sophomore 
Marcus Ginyard said. “But nobody 
wants to get that extra loss in after

Bologna trades in its 
slaughterhouses for 
a tribute to the arts 

C U LT u R E I Thanks in part to its loca- 
tion near the Reno River, Bologna 
has long been a manufacturing hub. 
But these days, the city is making 
an effort to manufacture something 
of a more creative nature: modern 
art and design. 

Bologna was named a Euro- 
pean Capital of Culture in 2000; 
as a result, it raised $10 million 
to transform a blighted neighbor- 
hood in the northwest — a 15 -min- 
ute walk from the city center — into 
an arts hub. Up to that point, a for- 
mer slaughterhouse, salt warehouse 
and tobacco warehouse had stood 
deserted. Now, a million- square - 
foot area is being refashioned into 
a complex called Manifattura delle 
Arti, or Factory of the Arts. 

The former slaughterhouse was 
gutted in 2003, then turned into the 
Cineteca, a center for film research 
and restoration. It houses the Charlie 
Chaplin film archives. In a connected 
building are two art-house theaters 
named after Auguste and Louis 
Lumiere, who held the first public 
movie screening in Paris in 1895. 

“When we opened, they ran a film 
about the area,” said Cecilia Cenci- 
arelli, coordinator of the archives. 
“They interviewed this old man who 
talked about seeing a pig get slaugh- 
tered. It was incredibly funny.” 

Across the way, the salt warehouse 
was converted into a new home for 
Cassero, the city’s gay and lesbian 
center. There’s a disco and a back- 
yard garden, where raucous parties

take place on summer nights. 

Art galleries, design shops and 
lounges are sprouting up all around 
the district. 

Giulia Allegri, born and raised 
in Bologna, didn’t think twice about 
returning after studying in Raven- 
na. She opened her gallery, Agen- 
zia 04, in the Manifattura area in 
2004. “I felt like something was 
happening here,” she said. 

Allegri’s success attracted new 
businesses like Galleria Neon, 
which shows contemporary art- 
ists, and Metropolis Photogallery, 
a shop that sells furniture as well as 
photography. Gallery owners and 
visitors now meet up for drinks at 
Stile Libero. Nearby, a store called 
Fratelli Broche stocks Italian house - 
wares, vintage clothing and acces- 
sories. “We all go to each other’s 
openings, and we all know and 
support each other,” says Allegri.

D E B u T I Katharine McPhee is at the 
vertiginous moment of her career 
when she can still stroll through cof- 
fee shops and not create a major 
commotion. She’s famous as a real- 
ity star — the winsome runner-up 
from last season’s “American Idol” 
— but she’s not yet a genuine rock 
star in her own right, and her new 
album, “Katharine McPhee,” will 
largely determine whether McPhee 
ascends into the winner’s circle of 
Kelly Clarkson and Carrie Under- 
wood or joins the crew of “Idol” has- 
beens such as Justin Guarini. 

So often on “Idol,” McPhee 
seemed a beautiful girl with a 
beautiful voice in search of an 
identity. “I think the hardest thing 
about that show is finding who you 
are in front of everybody else in the 
whole world,” she said. Especially for 
her because, “and I don’t mean this 
egotistically. I am a little bit versa- 
tile. I can sound like the singer who 
sings jazz. I could do my little R&B, 
so it made it difficult for people to 
pinpoint me.” 

The new album appears to be a 
snapshot of McPhee at this point 
in time. Her image and sound 
have gone a little more sultry. The

cover features McPhee in a loose 
but clingy gold-and-black striped 
sweater dress, her legs provocative- 
ly splayed, encased in foreboding 
thigh-high black leather boots. 

The songs alternate between 
power ballads and up-tempo girl- 
power tunes. She and her record 
company had intended to just sit 
back and see what songs were sent 
to them by songwriters, but McPhee 
wasn’t happy. So the record compa- 
ny packed her off to Virginia Beach, 
Va., for 10 days to work with Nate 
“Danja” Hills, the record producer 
who co-produced (with Timbaland) 
Nelly Furtado’s hit single “Promiscu- 
ous” and Justin Timberlake’s “Sexy- 
Back.” They produced nine songs in 
10 days, including three to which 
McPhee contributed lyrics. 

It’s clear as she talks that 
McPhee isn’t the simple ingenue 
she so often appeared to be on 
“Idol” — and she went further to 
crush that image when the contest 
was over, telling People magazine 
that she had been bulimic for five 
years. McPhee decided to go pub- 
lic because she felt the responsibil- 
ity of the little girls looking up to 
her. When a People reporter asked 
how she had lost weight, she decid- 
ed impulsively to come clean. “I am 
so sick of, like, having to be just 
like every other Hollywood story.”

King of Media 


The Dark Tower’ gets 
illustrated for a new 
Marvel Comics series 

COMICS I Stephen King’s “The Dark 
Tower,” a magnum opus about a 
haunted gunslinger on a quest for 
a mysterious spire, stretched out 
over 22 years, seven novels and 
4,272 pages of eerie adventure. 

But here’s the really spooky 
thing: King fans want more. 

Now they’re about to get it, 
although King is taking his read- 
ership to a new place that might 
scare some off. “The Dark Tower: 
The Gunslinger Born,” the Marvel 
Comics series, launches Wednes- 
day. Despite that intense interest, 
King knows he will have to persuade 
many longtime readers that comics 
are more than juvenilia. 

“These comics aren’t junk food; 
they’re more like delicacies,” King

said. “Sushi for the mind, if you like. 
You have to teach yourself how to 
read ‘adult comics,’ which are actu- 
ally comic/novel hybrids ... and even 
then you have to give yourself to the 
experience, which means accepting 
the idea that you’ll need to work a bit 
as you do with any good novel.” 


As with his novels, King’s 
move into comics is fraught with 
subplots. One big one: “The Dark 
Tower” finished with a fizzle in 
2004 — many fans complained 
of a letdown with the saga’s final 
pages and the fuzzy fate of Roland 
Deschain, the nomadic hero armed 
with Winchester revolvers in the 
face of mutants and magic. 

The new “Dark Tower” proj- 
ect provides a chance for King “to 
make it right,” noted Jud Meyers, 
co-owner of Earth-2 Comics in 
Los Angeles. 

“With the last novel’s ending, 
there really was a sense of ‘You 
must be kidding,’ so that certain- 
ly adds to the anticipation for the 
comics,” Meyers said. 

For his part, King promises plen- 
ty of shocks in the “Dark Tower” 
series, which will be drawn by 
fan-favorite comics artist Jae Lee.

At Lake Eola Park, there is much 
beauty to behold: robust palms, 
beds of cheery begonias, a cas- 
cading lake fountain, clusters of 
friendly egrets and swans.

Since joggers and dog walkers 
tend not to snooze in flower beds, 
it’s clear, says Monique Vargas, at 
whom the notices are targeted. 

“They’re talking to us, to the 
homeless,” says Vargas, 28, who 
says she has lived on the streets, 
in parks or under overpasses, 
since age 16. 

Orlando, population 200,000, 
works hard to conjure the image 
of a true-life Pleasantville. But its 
spotless sidewalks and twinkling 
skyline belie a real city with real 
maladies — most notably, a surging 
homeless population that authori- 
ties are struggling to control. 

After a law that banned pan- 
handling was struck down by the 
courts, the city tried to discourage 
aggressive beggars by obliging them 
to carry ID cards, and later by con- 
fining them to 3-by-15-foot “pan- 
handling zones” painted in blue on 
sidewalks downtown. 

Despite these laws, the number 
of people living on the streets of the 
metro area swelled, from roughly 
5,000 in 1999 to an estimated 8,500 
today, dwarfing the city’s shelter 
capacity for 2,000 people. 

So in July, the city commission 
tried a “supply-side” approach: It 
passed an ordinance regulating the

Homelessness, in the view of 
Orlando Mayor Buddy Dyer and 
members of his staff, adversely 
affects public safety and econom- 
ic development, and therefore must 
be addressed. 

“It’s a balancing act,” says Brie 
Turek, Dyer’s spokesperson. “We 
need to balance the needs of our 
citizens and our businesses with 
the needs of the homeless.” 

Alana Brenner, a city clerk who 
serves as the mayor’s point person 
on the homeless problem, says 
the city has set up “an alternative 
location near downtown,” where 
“feedings can take place any day, 
any hour.” 

It’s nearly 5:15 p.m. when 
Suzanne Peters, a volunteer with 
Food Not Bombs, pulls up in her 
tan Chevy Blazer. The homeless 
stir and chatter as Peters opens 


year-old college student, who joined 
Food Not Bombs when it came to 
Orlando in January 2005. 

The officers, he says, would say, 
“’You have to get a permit to feed 
here,’ and shoo us away.” 

So the group retreated to this 
street corner and began feeding out 
of the back of members’ cars. On 
occasion, to show defiance. Food 
Not Bombs fed in front of munici- 
pal buildings, even City Hall. 

That’s because the ordinance, 
says Ben Markeson, who belongs 
to the group, is based on a mis- 
guided premise. 

City officials “think groups that 
share food with the homeless are 
attracting the homeless to down- 
town neighborhoods. But the home- 
less are already here. And they’ll 
be here with or without the food.”

Already, the cities of Dal- 
las, Fort Myers, Fla; Gainesville, 
Fla.; Wilmington, N.C.; and Atlanta 
have laws restricting or outright pro- 
hibiting the feeding of the homeless. 
In Fairfax County, Va., homemade 
meals and meals made in church 


kitchens may not be distributed to 
the homeless unless first approved 
by the county.

The northern lights 
are latest attraction 
for Japanese tourists 

For Japanese newlyweds Jun and 
Chisako Shibata, the perfect hon- 
eymoon meant standing on a steep 
Alaska mountain in the freezing 
darkness, gazing up at the danc- 
ing lights in the sky. 

“Amazing,” Chisako Shibata said 
of the aurora borealis, or northern 
lights. 

“I saw it on television a long 
time ago and it was so beautiful. 
I knew I wanted to come and see 
it in person,” the bride said, as all 
around the couple other Japanese 
tourists gasped at each twist in 
the shimmering curtains of green 
and plum. 

Growing numbers of Japanese 
tourists are visiting Alaska this time 
of year to see the aurora borealis, 
helping to create a lucrative win- 
ter tourism market in a cold, cold

state that is primarily a summer 
destination. 

Japanese culture is fascinated 
with natural wonders, and the 
aurora borealis — a luminous 
phenomenon produced when 
charged solar particles strike the 
upper atmosphere near the North 
Pole — is celebrated in travel and 
adventure shows in Japan. Many 
Japanese save for years or take out 
loans to see the aurora. For some, 
it is almost a spiritual quest. 

“Some of them have heard about 
it so much, they feel it’s one of the 
things they must see before they 
die,” said Pete Redshaw, a guide 
at the Chena Hot Springs resort 


deep in Alaska’s interior, 60 miles 
northeast of Fairbanks. “Others 
want to see something so magi- 
cal, something so unimaginable. 
I’ve seen some people cry when 
they see it.” 

Japanese tourists account for 90 
percent of the guests at the resort 
as well as at the Aurora Borealis 


Lodge, at Cleary Summit 20 miles 
north of Fairbanks. 

Tourists from Japan have been 
coming to Alaska for decades to see 
the northern lights. But the num- 
ber has climbed sharply since direct 
flights from Japan that reduce the 
flying time from about 20 hours to 
no more than eight became avail- 


able three years ago. 

Now at least 3,500 Japanese are 
scheduled to take advantage of the 
direct charter flights to Fairbanks 
that are running between Dec. 22 
and Feb. 25. Those visitors alone are 
expected to pump about $3 million 
into the local economy, said Colin 
Lawrence, tourism manager at the 
Fairbanks Convention and Visitors 
Bureau. 

The aurora borealis is best 
viewed away from the bright lights 
of urban centers. With their clear, 
wide-open skies, interior Alaska and 
Canada are ideal for aurora watch- 
ing and have plenty of other winter 
attractions to offer vacationers, such 
as dog sledding, skiing, ice carving 
festivals and snowmobiling. 

In the pre-dawn hours of a 
recent morning, the Shibatas and 
other bundled-up tourists waited 
inside a heated lookout at the top 
of 2,880 -foot Charlie Dome. People 
took turns venturing out into the 
subzero cold to watch for the auro- 
ra. A man ran in, yelled, “Aurora!” 
and everyone dashed out. 

Swaying ribbons of green light 
cast an otherworldly glow on the 
landscape amid occasional flashes 
of reddish purple. The show lasted 
several minutes. 

“That was a dream come true,” 
34-year-old Mari Mizuno of 
Japan said through an interpreter.

The Bitter Cold 

KEN REEVES, director of Forecast 
Operations for Accuweather.com, was 
online Tuesday atwashingtonpost.com 
to talk about the frigid winter tempera- 
tures and howto stay warm. 

Down jackets offer great insulation, 
but it doesn’t breathe like Gore- 
Tex with Polartec. It can get clam- 
my really fast with down Jackets. Do 
you agree? 

The key to dealing with cold is layers, 
not just one heavy coat. Retaining 
warmth while allowing moisture to 
escape is the best solution. 

When will it be over? Will it happen 
again this winter? I’ve lived here all 
my life and do not recall this kind of 
cold — we are not prepared! Wash- 
ingtonians are “weather weenies,” 
as you must know. 

Record lows in February are gen- 
erally in the single digits above and 
below zero in the Washington area, 
but most of these records are more 
than 50 years old. This type of cold 
is not extreme, especially consider- 


ing what can happen in January. I 
think the five- to six-degree above- 
normal December and January cre- 
ated a situation that made this cold 
feel even worse. 

How do you deal with frozen water 
in the house? 

You need to be careful that your 
pipes have not cracked from the 
freezing process. Water expands 
when it freezes and can cause 
pipes to break. You need to warm 
the pipes. There are warming devic- 
es that are sold commercially that 
allow you to keep the pipes warm 
enough if they are prone to freezing. 
You can also let the water run a little 
since moving water is less likely to 
freeze. For the short term, in a small 
area, a hair dryer may help. 

What can I do to keep my apartment 
warm and save on my gas bill? 

The age of a building plays a role at 
how well it can stay warm. Openings 
are where much of the heat is lost ... 
doors, windows, etc. Anything you 
can do to control the loss of heat in 
those areas would help. Cover the 
windows with clear wrap — that 
adds an extra layer of protection 
from the cold.

Metro's New General Manager Announces Major Safety 
Improvement Plan 

Metro's new General Manager John Catoe outlined a major safety 
initiative last week that aims to make Metro the safest transit agency 
in the country. The multi-year initiative will focus all of Metro's 
10,000 employees on safety and call on the public for input as well. It 
will be the most comprehensive safety overhaul in the transit authority's 
history and will impact Metrobus, Metrorail and MetroAccess service. 

"I believe Metro is a safe system, but we have to be number one in safety because one 
accident is one too many, " said Catoe, who established a similar plan at the Los Angeles 
County Metro. "To get there, we need a greater emphasis on safety— from employees and 
our customers. " 

Within 30 days, Metro intends to hire a contractor to conduct a thorough analysis of safety 
measures already in place, identify areas that need improvement, generate solutions in 
weak areas, initiate new safety measures and create a new safety training program for 
supervisors. The safety enhancements will augment Metro's existing safety program and 
place a greater emphasis on system safety for customers and employees. According to 
Catoe, the initiative will require a two-day training program for all Metro employees and 
safety inspections for all Metro work places.
